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THE UNITED WAY...The Gift That Gives Back! 


“What can we do for you?” is the question most often asked by the 73 
organizations involved with the United Way in Orange, Osceola, 
and Seminole counties. These agencies serve our community in a 
variety of ways to help fulfill specific needs. As more needs are 
discovered, more agencies are added to this ever growing list. . . or 
existing agencies add more services to community members. 


To better understand the services provided by the United Way, 
our 1979 Walt Disney World United Way division coordinators 
toured some of these agencies. 

The first stop was the Salvation Army. Many of us are familiar 
with the work this organization does at Christmas time, but few of us 
know of the daily work this organization is responsible for. 

Each night the Salvation Army provides meals and beds for those 
who are homeless. Last year alone, over 25,000 people spent the 
evening with the Salvation Army and over 75,000 meals were 
served. 

The Salvation Army tries to meet the needs of our community at 
the time of their needs. . . they have a day care center licensed for 
40 children, recreation programs, ication center and are building a 
home for the elderly. 

After the tour at the Salvation Army, our division coordinators 
stopped by Primrose School for the Retarded. This school provides 
learning facilities for mentally and physically handicapped chil- 
dren and adults from infancy to five years of age and to those 18 
years of age and older. School-aged children are assisted in the 
public school program, so Primrose School concentrates panei efforts 
on those who are not of age to » gmap 
attend a public school. Class- 
rooms are divided based on skill 
levels with teachers and aides 
working to teach these people 
how to take care of themselves 
and daily necessities. 


The Central Florida Sheltered 
Workshop was the last stop for the 
day. This center employs re- 
tarded and physically handicap- 
ped adults who cannot be com- 
petitive in the job market. The 
Central Florida Sheltered 
Workshop prepares many 
items for Walt Disney World 
such as recycling over 50,000 
hangers each week, pricing 
merchandise items and 
making cleaning rags. 


Employees at the Central 
Florida Sheltered Workshop 
have also become experts on 
landscaping. At their nursery 
employees work with the 
plants, selling them to retail 


nurserys or to anyone who wishes to drive by the Central Florida 
Sheltered Workshop. The workshop is open daily from 8 a.m. to 4:30 
p.m., Monday through Friday. Their director, Jerry Peaden, did 
promise those of us from Walt Disney World, that the nursery would 
be open one Saturday for our benefit. . . so true to his promise, the 
Central Florida Sheltered Workshop will open Saturday, October 
27, from 9 a.m. to 3:30 p.m. just for us! Drop by and see their two 
acres of plants including ligustrum, viburum, holly, and hanging 
plants. This might be the perfect time to landscape your home! 
Our Walt Disney World coordinators visited just a few of the many 
organizations supported through United Way contributions. All of 
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these agencies perform vital services 
for your community. It's people 
helping people that keeps these or- 
ganizations operating ... but It 
Takes Three . . . someone to provide 
the service for someone who needs 
the service, thanks to someone whois 
willing to donate to the United Way!
